The  Conference  assembled  at  9:30  a.  m.  Devotional 
exercises  were  conducted  by  Revs.  H.  C.  Nunn  and  Wilson 
Murray.

Rev.  E.  Hurst  addressed  the  Conference  by  way  of 
parting  remarks.

Rev.  C.  S.  Stroud  read  the  report  of  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Worship  for  Sunday  Services.  On  motion,  the  report 
was  adopted.

Revs.  James  Tate,  J.  T.  Tate  and  A.  J.  Mitchell  were 
appointed  to  conduct  sunrise  prayer  meeting  Sunday 
morning. 

At  this  juncture  the  brethren  were  asked  to  pass  out 
so  the  Bishop  could  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  Kittrell  College. 

FIFTH  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

At  an  early  hour  a  spirited  prayer  meeting  was  held, 
being  conducted  by  Revs.  A.  J.  Mitchell,  James  Tate  and 
J.  T.  Tate.  ^ 

At  9:30  o'clock  the  Sunday  School  convened  with  Dr. 
Leak  as  chief  superintendent.  The  regular  order  of  Sun- 
day School  service  was  observed,  at  the  conclusion  of 
which  reports  were  taken  from  classes.    (See  report.) 

At  11  o'clock  a  large  audience  assembled  to  witness  the 
Ordination  services. 
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After  an  organ  prelude.  Dr.  Leak  arose,  repeated  Scrip- 
lural  verses  and  lined  No.  288,  "Go  Forth,  Ye  Heralds  in 
My  Name,"  etc.,  for  an  opening  selection.

Dr.  R.  H.  W.  Leak  arose  and  introduced  Rt.  Rev.  L.  J. 
Coppin,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Second  Episcopal  District,  to 
preach  the  Ordination  sermon.  The  Bishop  selected  a  text 
iTom  St.  Luke  14:23.  There:  "Salvation."  The  Bishop 
sustained  his  reputation  as  a  gospel  preacher.  He  espe- 
cially emphasized  that  it  is  the  business  of  the  minister 
to  compel  men  to  come  to  Christ;  and  the  best  means  of 
compelling  them  is  to  possess,  like  Christ,  a  righteous 
personality.

The  Bishop  then  re-obligated 
Jlev.  John  Willie  Perry.

FIFTH  DAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Conference  assembled  at  3c30  o* clock.  Rev.  E.  T. 
Eailey  lined  No.  283,  which  was  sung  by  the  choir  and 
congregation  as  the  opening  hymn.  Rev.  J.  S.  Garthran 
offered  prayer.  The  choir  sang  "Let  Some  Blessings 
Fall  on  Me."  Second  hymn.  No.  371,  was  lined  by  Dr. 
Leak. 

The  hymn  being  sung,  Dr.  Leak  introduced  Rev.  E.  T. 
Bailey  as  the  preacher  of  the  hour.  Rev.  Bailey  chose  his 
text  from  Matthew  3:11.

FIFTH  DAY— EVENING  SESSION.  (FINALE.) 

Long  before  the  hour  of  service,  the  church  was  taxed 
beyond  its  seating  capacity. 

At  the  appointed  time  Rev.  W.  J.  Jordan  arose  and  lined  . 
No.  223,  which  the  choir  and  congregation  sang  for  the 
opening  selection.    Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  V.  M. 
Worth.   The  choir  sang,  "On  Christ,  the  Solid  Rock,"  etc. 
Second  hymn.  No.  108. 

Dr.  Leak  introduced  Dr.  A.  Stroud,  P.  E.,  New  Bern 
District,  North  Carolina  Conference,  to  preach  the  closing 
sermon  of  the  Conference. 

Dr.  Stroud  led  in  singing,  "  'Tis  Jesus  Christ  I  Long  to 
Find,"  after  which  he  selected  a  text  from  Rev.,  5:6. 
Theme,  He  has  held  us  with  a  mighty  hand."  The  speaker 
emphasized  the  importance  of  Christ's  position  in  the 
salvation  of  the  world.  In  the  course  of  the  sermon  the 
Holy  Spirit  manifested  himself  and  dwelt  among  us.

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  of  the  fourth 
and  fifth  days'  sessions  was  deferred. 

The  Bishop  made  closing  remarks  touching  various 
phases  of  the  work  of  the  church  and  ministry.

My  Dear  Brethren  in  the -Lord:— By  a  well  directed  train  of  God's 
divine  providence,  I  have  the  happy  privilege  to  greet  you,  at  this  hour, 
and  to  make  my  annual  report  as  Presiding  Elder  of  the  old  historic 
Morganton  District,  over  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  preside  this 
Conference  year. 

I  make  no  complaint,  but  state  a  fact  when  I  say  that  the  first  half 
of  this  Conference  year  has  been  the  harrest  through  which  I  have 
ever  had  to  pass.  This  condition  was  because  of  the  very  hard  winter 
which  was  estimated  to  be  the  worst  witnessed  for  nearly  20  years. 

I  have  gone  out  on  ray  district  and  returned  home  without  even 
getting  railroad  fare.  Yet,  I  have  not  failed  'to  go  to  my  appointments 
and  do  the  best  I  could  by  way  of  encouragement  to  pastors,  members 
and  friends,  asking  and  urging  them  to  do  all  they  could  for  all  of  the 
departments  of  the  Church. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Carter,  B.  D.,  pastor  of  Morganton  Church,  and  his  people, 
have  remodeled  our  church  at  this  place  on  the  inside  by  calsumining 
and  painting,  making  it  a  pretty  church.  They  have  also  painted  the 
parsonage,  which  was  greatly  needed.  They  had  a  revival  which  re- 
sulted in  some  conversions  and  some  accessions  to  the  Church.  Rev. 
Carter  organized  a  new  Sunday  School  this  year. 

Asheville  (St.  James  Church) — Most  of  our  members  of  this  Church 
were  much  displeased  at  having  Rev.  W.  H.  Manokoo  sent  back  to 
them  this  Conference  year,  and  threatened  to  close  the  Church  against 
him.  Bishop  Coppin  saved  the  Church  by  acting  in  time.  He  sent  to 
this  charge  Rev.  J.  Ross  Barnum,  from  the  Baltimore  Conference.  Bro. 
Barnum  found  the  work  of  the  Church  in  a  bad  condition.  On  his  arri- 
val in  Asheville  he  went  to  work  to  get  the  Church  In  good  shape,  and 
has  done  as  well  as  could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances.  The 
people  say  that  Rev.  Barnum  is  a  good  man.  I  have  found  him  ever 
faithful  and  true.  He  has  had  a  revival  and  added  some  new  members 
to  his  Cliurch. 

Charlotte  Station— Bethel  Churcli  has  had  a  good  year  under  th»» 
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pastoral  care  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Cleland.  Bro.  Cleland  can  be  depended  upon 
to  do  his  whole  duty  along  all  lines.  Charlotte  is  somewhat  of  a  new 
field  for  our  church,  and  it  takes  some  time  for  it  to  grow  there.  This 
church  has  had  a  revival  and  some  new  members  have  been  added  to  it. 

Hickory  Station  (Mt.  Pisgah  Church) — Rev.  D.  L.  Thomas,  pastor. 
Rev.  Thomas  has  done  a  good  work  in  his  charge  this  year.  Ue  and 
his  people  have  almost  completed  this  church.  The  most  of  the  work 
was  done  by  the  pastor's  own  hands. 

This  church  has  been  blessed  with  a  great  revival.  It  is  said  that  the 
meeting  was  the  best  that  has  been  in  this  city  for  many  years.  This 
church  paid  the  full  assessment  made  by  the  District  Conference  for 
the  Presiding  Elder. 

Lenoir  Circuit — Rev.  J.  T.  Tate,  pastor.  Rev.  Tate  has  done  a  good 
work  this  year.  Indeed,  he  has  never  failed  in  any  of  the  charges  that 
he  has  ever  held.  This  year  he  has  put  in  electric  lights  in  his  church 
at  Lenoir;  also  re-seated  this  church,  and  most  of  the  debt  is  paid  in 
full.  He  has  also  been  able  to  take  his  people  in  a  new  church  near 
Adako.  He  started  a  new  mission  at  Lenoir.  He  has  liad  good  revi- 
vals and  added  new  members  to  his  work.  Death  entered  his  home  this 
year  and  took  his  dear  wife,  which  fact  filled  the  home  with  sorrow.  I 
ask  the  prayers  in  his  behalf. 

Glen  Alpine  Circuit — Rev.  J.  M.  Henderson,  pastor!  No  temporal 
work  has  been  done  in  this  circuit  this  year,  aside  from  keeping  up  the 
general  expenses.  The  circuit  has  been  blessed  with  good  revivals  and 
quite  a  number  of  accessions  added  to  the  churches. 

Shiloh  Circuit — Rev.  Wilson  Murray,  pastor.  Bro.  Murray  has  made 
some  improvements  this  year  in  arranging  to  re-cover  one  of  the 
churches  on  the  circuit.  The  revivals  on  this  work  have  been  good  ones. 
Several  new  members  have  been  added. 

Yadkin  Valley  Circuit — Rev.  M.  S.  Patterson  is  pastor  of  this  work. 
He  has  bought  and  paid  for  a  lot  on  which  to  erect  a  church.  I  ask 
this  Conference  to  appropriate  some  money  to  help  erect  this  church. 
The  spiritual  part  of  this  circuit  is  in  a  good  condition,  (iood  revivals 
have  been  held  and  new  members  added  to  the  churches.  Uro.  Patter- 
son lost  one  of  his  daughters  by  death  this  year. 

Connelly  Springs  Circuit— Rev.  R.  I.  Patterson,  pastor.  Tlus  is  Rev. 
Patterson's  first  year  on  this  circuit,  and  his  work  has  been  a  success, 
both  spiritually  and  temporally.  God  has  blessed  him  to  have  good 
revivals  and  several  persons  have  joined  the  churches  On  his  work.  One 
church  has  been  re-covered,  which  was  much  needed. 

Adako  Circuit— Rev.  C.  E.  W.  Johnson  is  in  charge  of  this  work.  He 
has  a  splendid  churcli  being  built  at  Mars  Hill.  He.  too.  has  had  suc- 
cessful re\«ivals  and  added  new  members  to  this  circuit.  He  took  to 
himself  a  helpmate  this  year. 
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Hartland  Mission — Rev.  J.  A.  Perkins,  pastor.    Rev.  Perkins  has 

worked  assiduously  to  improve  this  mission.  He  has  gone  to  his  work 
promptly.    The  spiritual  condition  of  his  work  has  been  revived. 

Statesville  Mission — Rev.  Lee  Pompey  was  first  assigned  to  this  work, 
but  was  not  successful,  and  I  assigned  it  to  Rev.  Hercules  Smith.  He 
has  made  some  needed  improvement  on  the  church  building. 

Asheville  Mission — Rev.  S.  0.  Mance  is  in  charge  of  this  mission.  He 
has  not  been  able  to  start  to  erect  a  church  because  of  no  available 
funds.  This  lot  is  located  in  a  popular  part  of  Asheville,  and  I  do 
hope  this  Conference  will  turn  its  attention  to  it  and  give  some  money 
to  help  erect  a  building.  Asheville  is  a  great  city  and  our  connection 
ought  to  have  at  least  two  churches  there  now.  I,  our  of  my  scanty 
means,  advanced  money  enough  to  take  up  the  note  due  last  April, 
trusting  to  this  Conference  to  reimburse  me  at  this  session,  which  I 
feel  that  you  will  do.  1  advanced  this  money  because  I  did  not  want 
the  church  to  lose  this  valuable  lot. 

One  of  our  local  preachers,  Bro.  J.  N.  Scott,  has  started  a  new  point 
near  a  new  town  in  Caldwell  County.  This  is  the  first  church  work 
that  has  ever  been  started  near  this  place.  I  ask  this  Conference  to  give 
some  money  to  help  him  in  his  efforts  to  build  a  church  at  this  place. 

If  this  Conference  will  take  my  advice  and  appropriate  some  money 
to  help  the  struggling  points  in  this  district,  as  I  see  it  now,  in  a  short 
while  the  good  results  we  will  obtain  will  more  than  pay  for  the  money 
given. 

I  do  not  believe  that  any  of  us  are  satisfied  with  our  year's  work, 
but  some  of  us  can  honestly  say:  "I  have  done  the  best  I  could."  The 
harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few.

Greensboro  District 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  L.  J.  Coppin,  D.  D.,  Presiding  Episcopate  of  the  Second 
Episcopal  District,  and  Members  of  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference — Greetings : 
Dear  Father  and  Brethren:— I  appear  before  you  as  your  servant, 
superintending  the  historic  "Old  Greensboro  District,"  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference,  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  an  account  of  my 
stewardship  as  Presiding  Elder. 

In  summing  up  the  labors  and  accomplishments  of  the  fiscal  year,  I 
am  not  unmindful  oi  the  fact  that  we  have  been  the  recipients  of  the 
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Divine  blessings  of  God,  to  whom  bclongeth  tlie  glory  and  honor  forever. 

The  fact  that  this  has  been  a  year  of  political  upheaval  in  the  State 
and  Nation,  it  has  caused  the  monetary  situation  to  be  extremely  dull. 
In  view  of  the  exceedingly  dry  season  which  prevailed,  largely  through 
the  middle  Western  North  Carolina,  coupled  with  the  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing, contributing  its  share  in  the  struggle  for  existence,  the  people 
have  been  reduced  to  hardshij)8  which  have  caused  the  churches  to 
suffer,  in  a  very  large  measure,  for  the  lac'k  of  jjufficient  revenue  to 
support  them. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  however,  tliat  in  consideration  of  all  the  environ- 
ments which  have  surrounded  us,  from  my  viewpoint,  we  have  made 
some  marks  of  progress. 

Considering  the  work  from  a  financial  standpoyit,  with  few  excep- 
tions each  charge  has  reached  a  higher  water  mark  than  ever  before. 
In  fact,  there  seems  to  be  a  splendid  spirit  existing  towards  contributing 
to  the  material  development  of  the  church  work  even  where  our  churches 
are  heavily  encumbered  with  grievous  burdens  to  be  T)orne,  the  congre- 
gations do  considerably  well. 

The  indebtedness  throughout  the  district  has  indeed  been  annoying. 
The  St.  James  property  in  Winston  went  to  sale  the  30th  of  August. 
Your  Incorporation  Committee,  in  company  with  the  pastor,  labored 
assidiously  and  unrelentlessly  in  order  to  prevent  the  sale,  which  meant 
an  additional  debt. 

Mr.  Franklin,  a  white  gentleman,  and  a  stockholder  In  the  Building 
and  Loan  Association,  had  us  to  understand  that  his  company  would 
assume  the  C.  L.  Lindsay  debt  and  carry  it  for  us,  but  due  to  lack  of 
confidence  in  church  debts,  bj'  other  members  of  the  Board  he  failed. 
In  order  to  sustain  his  word,  however,  he  succeeded  in  negotiating  a 
loan  through  another  individual  in  order  to  meet  the  note. 

Mr.  Franklin  and  Rev.  H.  S.  Roberts,  the  pastor  of  the  church,  author- 
ized Charlie  Russell,  a  member  of  the  church,  to  bid  it  in  at  a  cost  of 
$3,030,  thereby  paying  off  the  C.  L.  Lindsay  note,  and  at  the  same  time 
relieving  the  Board  of  Incorporation  from  further  responsibility  of  its 
debts,  after  clearing  up  the  old  debts,  for  which  the  Board  is  individu- 
ally responsible. 

Our  church  property  at  Reidsville  is  in  exceedingly  bad  shape,  and 
financial  aid  must  come  from  some  source  or  we  cannot  hope  to  survive 
here.  The  thing  necessary  is  for  the  Conference  to  appropriate  $100.00 
to  be  applied  on  the  debt,  and  for  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  by  your  authority,  to  put  at  least  $150.00  behind  the  pastor. 
In  this  way  the  charge  will  be  able  to  survive. 

Bethel,  Greensboro;  St.  Matthew,  Burlington,  and  Union  Bethel, 
Winston,  respectively,  are  able  to  manage  their  own  debts. 

The  District  from  a  Religious  Point  of  View.— 
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Splendid  revivals  have  been  conducted  irr  each  respective  chargea 
throughout  the  district,  resulting  in  the  conversion  of  many  precious 
Bouls,  the  larger  number  of  which,  have  been  added  to  tlie  cliurch, 
thereby  strengthening  the  cause  of  the  Master's  kingdom. 

One  new  point  has  been  organized  at  Gibsonville  with  16  members, 
through  th«  efforts  of  Bro.  C.  R.  Fields,  a  local  preacher. 

Our  Diatrict  Conference  and  Sunday  School  Convention  convened  in 
Queen's  Chapel,  Burlington,  and  St.  Stephen's,  Liberty,  respectively, 
with  admirable  results. 

Every  department  of  the  church  has  been  well  guarded  under  the 
vigilant  eyes  of  a  well  experienced  corps  of  ministers,  which  are  as  fol- 
lows: Revs.  W.  J.  Jordan,  D.  D.,  H.  S.  Roberts,  C.  H.  Hayes,  R.  L.  Til- 
kry,  J.  S.  Cothran,  James  Tate,  J.  P.  S.  Chalmers,  J.  W.  Dalton,  Simp- 
son Jones,  R.  D.  Davis,  D.  Smith,  G.  W.  Verble,  G.  M.  Foster,  P.  H. 
Holt,  Thomas  Walker  and  Bro.  C.  R.  Fields. 

Rev.  C  E.  Stewart,  the  local  Deacon  of  Bethel,  Greensboro,  is  indeed 
faithful  in  serving  his  pastor  and  church. 

■  Rev.  James  Jenkins,  who  is  on  the  superannuated  list,  is  growing" 
more  decrepid  and  therefore  needs  wlkatever  assistance  the  Conference 
can  rnder  him. 

These  are  the  faithful  trumpters  of  the  blessed  Master,  who  by  thefr 
deeds  as  well  as  precepts,  have  preached  a  living  gospel,  and  like  Ridlej' 
exclaimed  to  his  dying  companion,  these  have  lighted  a  torch  that  has* 
set  the  whole  Greensboro  District  on  fire. 

Rev.  R,  D.  Davis,  the  pastor  of  the  Altamahaw  Circuit,  is  very  low, 
the  attending  physician  entertaining  no  hope  for  his  recovery.  He  has 
been  confined  to  his  room  for  more  than  five  weeks.  I  have,  as  best  I 
could,  looked  after  his  work.  The  prayers  of  the  Conference  are  desired 
in  his  behalf. 

Thanking  you,  dear  Bislioj),  for  the  confidence  you  have  imposed  in 
roe,  and  trusting  never  to  betray  a  single  trust,

We,  your  Conference  Incorporation  Committee,  hag  to  submit  the 

following  as  our  report: 

The  Winston,  Reidsville  and  Charlotte  churches  have  ciaimed  our 

most  earnest  attention.    The  indebtedness  of  these  churches  has  been 

in  such  condition  that  it  has  been  very  hard  for  your  committee  and  the 

pastors  to  survive  without  the  most  severe  criticism  of  our  creditors. 
The  notes  on  the  Winston  church  matured,  and  your  committee  not 

being  able  to  meet  them  as  they  came  due,  the  church  was  advertised 

for  sale. 

We  succeeded,  with  th  eco-operation  of  the  pastor.  Rev.  H.  S.  Roberts, 
in  negotiating  a  loan  through  Mr.  Franklin,  and  when  the  sale  .took 
place  Mr.  Franklin  and  the  pastor  authorized  Bro.  Charlie  Russell,  a 
member  of  the  church,  to  bid  it  in  at  a  cost  of  $2,360.08,  including 
charges,  etc. 

Hence,  the  projwrty  is  again  in  the  haiid.s  of  the  local  Trustees  and  1 
think  will  be  safe. 

Referring  to  the  Reidsville  property,  something  must  be  done  in  a 
financial  way  in  order  to  save  tliis  property  from  the  sheriff's  hammer. 

The  church  in  Charlotte  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Church  Exten- 
sion Department.

Conference,  now  in  its  Twentieth  Session: 
Your  committee  on  the  Allen  Cliristian  Endeavor  League  presents  the 
following  report: 

We  believe  the  Christian  Endeavor  can  play  a  very  prominent  part 
in  the  moral  and  literary  uplift  of  the  young  people  of  our  commu- 
nity. We  have  noted  that  many  of  our  circuits  and  stations  have  no 
League  at  all,  when  all  should  have  them. 

We  find  that  the  Raleigh  District  has  six  Leagues,  the  Morganton 
four,  the  Greensboro  four,  and  the  Durham  four  Leagues. 

W^e  wish  to  recommend  that  the  Allen  Christian  fcndeavor  Society  be 
formed  in  each  of  our  Churches,  and  wish  to  recommend  such  organi- 
zation to  the  pastors  of  this  Conference. 

We  recommend  this  because  it  induces  the  reading  of  the  Bible, 
prayer,  sobriety,  the  purchase  of  good  books,  the  develo])nient  of  a  lit- 
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erary  taste.  It  gives  the  young  men  and  women  sometking  to  do,  and, 
above  all,  tends  to  lead  all  to  a  higher  Christian  life  of  usefulness  and 
service  which  will  prepare  fora  grand  harvest,  only  to  find  the  prize 
on  the  golden  shores  of  immortality.

Resolutions  to  M^inorialize  the  General  Conference  of  1916  to  Beautify 
Richard  and  Saiah  Allen,  and  Set  Aside  Certain  Days  in  Each  Year 
for  the  Obseriance  cf  the  Same. 
In  God's  name,  and  by  His  Grace.  Amen. 
To  His  Reverence,  the  Eishop: 

The  clergy  and  members  of  the  Western  Conference  of  the  A.  M.  E. 
Church  of  North  Carolina,  assembled  at  Raleigh,  in  the  month  of  No- 
vember, 1912. 

We,  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Episcopal  Society,  ever  mindful 
of  the  interest  of  the  Church,  and  carefully  scrutinizing  the  life  and 
work  of  those  who  founded  this  blessed  society,  with  a  view  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  those  who  did  most  to  establish  the  Church  and 
help  evangelize  the  world,  and  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has 
come  for  us  to  take  the  initiative  in  matters  that  pertain  to  the  catho- 
licity of  the  Negro  by  conferring  ecclesiastical  distinction  on  those  who 
merit  it  as  a  premium  on  such  lives. 

We  prayerfully  ask  this  Conference  to  pass  the  following  resolutions 
at  this  session.  Therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  this  Conference  memorialize  the  General  Conference  of  1910 
to  beautiful  Richard  and  Sarah  Allen,  and  set  aside  certain  days  in  each 
year  for  the  ob.servance  of  the  same  with  due  solemnities,  for  each  of 
the  days,  beginning  with  the  year  1910. 

2.  That  this  Conference  memorialize  the  General  Conference  of  1916 
to  organize  an  institution  or  institutions  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Rich- 
ard's Brotherhood,  for  the  male  portion  of  the  Church,  and  a  St.  Sarah's 
Sisterhood,  for  the  female  membership  of  the  Church,  whose  object 
shall  be  to  unify  the  Negroes  of  the  connection. 

3.  That  His  Reverence  appoint  not  more  than  three  from  each  of 
the  Annual  Conferences  over  which  he  presides  to  confer  with  the  Beau- 
tification  Committee,  into  whose  hands  the  preparation  of  a  suitable 
memorial  has  been  committed,  for  the  next  General  Conference. 

4.  That  His  Reverence  cause  like  resolutions  to  be  passed  in  all  of 
his  Conference,  previous  to  the  General  Conference  of  1910. 
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5.  Tliat  His  Reverence  confer  with  the  Bench  o/  Bishops  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  do  all  in  his  power  to  interest  them  in  the  furtherance  of  this 
cause. 

C.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  each  of  the  church 
papers  for  jiublication,  and  one  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  to  be 
placed  in  the  archives  of  the  Church  for  future  reference.

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  urge  the  carrying  out  of  the  expressed 
intention  of  making  the  next  Fair  a  semi-centennial  exposition  of  the 
fifty  years'  progress  of  the  race  since  emancipation,  and  we  commend 
this  object  to  -all  the  people  of  the  State  and  pledge  and  commit  our- 
selves and  our  influence  in  our  various  churches  to  work  to  arouse  our 
people  to  this  end  and  purpose.

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference: 

We,  your  committee  on  State  of  the  Chrch,  beg  to  suDmit  tiie  follow- 
ing as  our  report: 

The  chief  mission  of  the  Church  is  religious,  established  upon  none 
other  princfple  than  that  of  righteousness. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  there  is  indeed  a  spiritual  awakening  among 
the  ministers  and  laity  to  that  extent  that  church  activity  is  more  prev- 
alent than  in  previous  years.  In  some  sections  spiritual  revivals  have 
been  the  result  of  bringing  many  souls  to  Christ. 

And  those  who.  like  John  of  old.  were  living  witnesses,  were  made 
to  feel  that  spiritual  fir.-,  fresh  from  the  altar,  and  the  expressions  are 
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heard,  "I  love  they  Church,  O  God."  Her  walls  before  me  stand,  pure  ae 
an  apple  of  thine  eye,  engraved  thy  hand. 

It  is  to  Him,  in  whom  there  is  no  variableness  nor  shadow  of  turning, 
we  ascribe  all  honor  and  praise;  because  we  conceive  that  He  it  is  who 
holds  the  Churh  in  His  hand.  The  Church  is  religious.  By  this  we 
mean  what  the  true  concpption  is  of  religion,  the  maintenance  of  a  life 
with  God.  Unless  this  be  primary,  the  church  has  no  ground  for  exist- 
Once  having  established  and  re-enforced  this  real  mission,  the  Church 
is  under  obligation  to  s^ee  that  religion  has  to  do  with  this  world,  as 
truly  as  with  the  next.  It  is  concerned  with  the  kingdom  of  hoven  as 
truly  as  with  heaven.  Social  activity  is  one  chief  feature  in  aeveloping 
the  Church.  To  feel  that  the  spiritual  life  is  without  social  significance 
is  utterly  to  misinterpret  the  spirit  of  the  gospel.  The  real  question 
that  our  day  is  called  upon  to  answer  lies  in  the  relative  position  to  be 
accorded  some  new  form  oi  church  activity.  Many  who  are  introducing 
new  forms  of  social  service  in  this  church  are  growing  more  keenly 
aware  of  what  the  true  perspective  is. 

We  are  glad  to  say  the  missionary  spirit  is  prevailing.  The  gospel 
is  being  preached  now  as  never  before  and  His  word  is  having  the  de- 
sired effect. 

As  a  church  we  are  growing  numerically,  we  are  growing  intellectu- 
ally, morally  and  financially  and  spiritually.

REPORT   ON   SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Wes-tern  North  Carolina  Conference: 
We.  your  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools,  beg  leave  to  make  our  re- 
port for  your  careful  consideration. 

To  my  mind,  this  subject  is  one  of  unusual  importance.  First,  because 
upon  the  life  and  growth  of  the  Sunday  Schools  uejiend.  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, the  life  and  progress  of  our  churches.  That  is  \o  say,  no  church 
can  live,  grow  and  aecomi)lish  its  ultimate  end  unless  it  has  in  it  a 
Sunday  School. 

The  fathers  and  mothers  who  now  constitute  the  membership  of  our 
churches  are  passing  out,  one  by  one,  and  the  Sunday  School  is  our  only 
hope  to  draw  on  for  our  future  church.  The  Sunday  School  is  simply  a 
field  of  young  sclents  of  plants  that  must  be  cultivated  by  the  mothers 
and  fathers  of  our  great  church,  and  to  do  away  with  this  institution 
simply  means  that  the  spreading  of  Chrisfs  kingdom  on  earth  will  soon 
cease.  We  recommend  that  eacli  minister  and  delegate  of  this  annual 
sitting,  ujion  leaving  here,  will  go  to  his  field  of  labor,  take  up  the  Sun- 
day School  work  with  renewed  vigor,  and  make  himself  a  greater  mis- 
sionary by  going  into  every  home  and  bringing  the  children  to  the  Sun- 
day School,  that  they  may  learn  the  words  of  Je-^us  Christ,  who  said: 
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"Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  ine,  and  forbid  tliein  not,  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  Let  them  be  taught  the  Ten  Ck)m- 
mandments,  the  Apostle's  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Bible  in 
general. 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  rolls  of  our  Sunday  Schools  are  not  increasing  as 
they  should,  from  the  fact  that  not  only  the  smaller  children  are  not  in 
attendance,  but  also  plenty  of  parents  who  have  nothing  else  to  do  on 
Sunday  morning.  They  prepare  to  lounge  around,  crack  jokes  and  pro- 
fane the  Lord's  Day,  which  is  teaching  our  children  that  the  Sunday 
School  only  needs  them  while  they  are  small.  This  rule  holds  good 
in  our  towns  as  well  as  in  the  rural  districts. 

We  hope  that  in  the  near  future  on  Sunday  mornings,  when  the  hills 
reverbrate  the  music  of  the  church  bells,  the  enchanting  sound  may  go 
out  and  call  the  wanderers  who  pass,  and  bestir  the  mothers  and  fathers 
to  make  haste  and  get  ready  for  the  Sunday  Schools.

To  iJiie  "Blslio]i  and  ]\Ieinbers  of  the  Western  Korth  Carolina  Aimual 
Conferejiw  in  its  Twentieth  Session; 
Your  Committee  on  Temperance  submits  the  following  report: 
No  questioo  is  arousing  the  public  mind  as  is  the  question  «f  Tem- 
peranc*!.    All  over  the  country  the  wave  in  favor  of  temperaace  is  being 
felt.    It  has  been  noted  that  int-emperance  is  doing  rauci  to  hold  back 
the  proirress  ©f  our  people  in  manr  ways.    W«  aT<e,  feoxrerej-,  happy  to 
know  tliat  the  ministers  and  niaiiy  good  laymen  throughout  the  country 
are  doing  much  to  foster  a  spirit  of  tempcfanoe  in  our  people. 
We  might  note  the  cfTects  of  temj)erance: 

1.  Socially — Socially  our  greatest  need  k  tempej-ance  in  many  ways. 
We  do  not  refer  to  temperance  merely  as  abstina-nce  from  intoxicants, 
but  as  tenipej-ance  in  chat,  dress,  entertainment,  pleasures,  Hnance  and 
in  home  life. 

2.  Politicallv — Politically  it  st-ems  that  intemperance  in  many  sec- 
tions of  ojir  country  has  been  responsible  for  political  disfranchisement. 
We  beJieve  that  temperate  habits  coupled  with  an  industrious  life  and 
honest  efforts  will  raise  the  race  higher  in  life  and  civilization  and  help 
mark  an  ej)Och  in  its  already  marvelous  progress. 

3.  Educationally— Educationally  intemjrerance  takes  more  children 
out  of  school  before  they  finish  their  courses,  than  poverty  and  all  otlier 
drawbacks  combined.  In  this  statement  we  do  not  refer  to  intoxicants, 
but  to  the  many  intemperate  social  evils  existing  in  the  church  and 
home. 

We  therefore  urge  each  member  of  this  Conference  to  use  his  greatest 
efforts  to  help  stop  those  intemperate  practices  cominon  in  our  cities  and 
communities.
